See you in five years! 
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Just about every reloading bench has 
a powder trickler; or perhaps you call it a 
powder dripper. Regardless of what we 
call them, they all do the same thing very 
well. | have had several over the years, 
from different manufacturers, plus a few 
homemade. You might think it would be 
rather difficult to come up with a way of 
improving upon such a simple accessory 
for reloading. Dave Corbin has come up 
with an improvement that has made this 
an even more flexible powder trickler. 

It stands three and one half inches 
high and is one and one quarter inches 
in diameter. The powder reservoir is 
machined steel and the base is 
aluminum. Overall the finish is first 
class. 

What makes this a little dandy is that 
the rate of flow can be controlled. The 
aluminum base has an eccentric. By 
turning the base the metering tube 
angles downward to increase the 
powder flow or upward to decrease it. 
This is very effective and positive. The 
setting is held through spring tension 
within the base. Several powders were 
tried. With a little fooling around the best 
rate for the powder flow is quickly estab- 
lished. 


For the target pistol shooter who 
wants every reload right on the money 
this trickler is one that should be given 
some attention. The Ohaus Model 315 
reloading scale, one of the finest scales | 
have ever owned, was set for 2.8 grains 
of Bullseye; a load that works well in the 
.38 Special. The trickler was set for max- 
imum flow and a check was made to 
determine how fast this load could be 
metered without error. After a short 
practice period fifty loads were metered 
out holding all error on the scale to zero. 
Time per load worked out to an average 
of ten seconds. That was the time to get 
the powder into the pan. 


And you 
might make note that there is a change 
in address for Dave.

When we first introduced the Wichita 
Mini action in these pages, we were 
evaluating one of the first produced, 
serial number 004. Shortly thereafter 
some changes were made by Wichita 
Engineering and Supply. First the action 
was made one quarter inch longer at the 
rear and an additional bedding screw 
was added at the rear of the action. Sec- 
ond, the shroud was made smaller and 
was coupled with a more narrow cut in 
the action body to fit the new shroud.

This helps the appearance and is an aid 
in aligning the bolt when loading. 

Wichita Engineering has some other 
new products for the benchresters in the 
development stage. They will be along in 
the near future. Watch for announce- 
ments in these pages of these new pro- 
ducts. 

If you do very much gun disassembly 
you become aware that the average 
selection of screwdrivers in the local 
hardware store wasn’t designed for gun 
work. Even the required disassembly for 
normal cleaning in some guns requires a 
specially designed screwdriver for that 
type screw. This is most often the case 
with quality shotguns. Without the right 
width, thickness and design the finish of 
the screw or bolt, plus the slot, is 
promptly destroyed. One example is the 
removal of the stock on a Browning O/U. 
The first screw destroyed takes place 
when an attempt is made to free the rear 
of the trigger guard from the stock. The 
slot is very narrow, as are the screws 
throughout this shotgun and others like 
it. 

Those who know what they are doing 
can regrind a screwdriver and re-temper 
it to proper hardness. This takes some 
equipment and know-how. The best 
route is to have a screwdriver made for 
the purpose. Such screwdrivers are 
made by Bonanza Sports Mfg. Co. 


Along with the products made by 
Bonanza for the reloader and gunsmith a 
complete line of screwdrivers for gun 
work is produced. The complete line is 
made up of sixteen screwdrivers; some 
for very special screws that are known to 
be real stinkers to remove and replace. 
Our Browning O/U problem can be over- 
come, for example, with three different 
screwdrivers for the three sizes of 
screws in this shotgun. There are others 
that have the same kind of problem and 
Bonanza screwdrivers are available to 
overcome the problem. 

A set of eight popular size screw- 
drivers are offered for general gun work. 
Specials that are required can be ob- 
tained to fill in for those odd screw slots. 
These screwdrivers are ground to really 
fit the slot properly, as in the case of 
guard screws in most rifles.

Our editor gave you a product report 
on the Seely Masker Bedding Pillars in 
the January 78 issue. Seely sent me a 
sample of this item some time ago. They 


are exactly what editor Moorhead de- 
scribed. | have used these pillars in one 
stock and they are, in my view, a far 
superior method of building up support 
around bedding screws. They can be 
used in wood or fiberglass stocks. 

When snugging up action screws 
without support of this kind, a movement 
develops as the action screws and ac- 
tion begin to tighten up. This has 
resulted in a great many competitors 
using a torque wrench so that they know 
exactly how much force is being applied. 
Often too much pressure ends with strip- 
ped threads in the action or on the bolt. 

| think this is a nifty idea and | 
wouldn’t be without them in all future 
stocks. The selection of sizes makes 
them adaptable to any rifle, including 
the heavy benchrest rifle. They are 
longer than necessary and since they 
are made of aluminum, working them 
down to proper length is rather easy. | 
did my shortening after | had them in- 
stalled in the stock and the bedding 
completed so that they made good con- 
tact with the trigger guard. 

For the last several weeks | have been 
using a pair of Bushnell Custom Com- 
pact Binoculars. If you are thinking 
about binoculars in 6X or 7X take a look 
at these. They look like a well made toy, 
only three inches high and eleven oz. 
The 6X25’s sport a 420’ field at 100 yards 
and amore than ample 4.2mm exit pupil. 
The 7X26’s have a field of 368’ and an 
exit pupil of 3.7mm which remains ample 
for most everyone in any light down to 
moonlight. 

These are just about the most perfect 
optics you could ask for. They will fit in a 
good size shirt pocket without bulkiness 
or excessive weight. This is a top quality 
glass. They cost something more than 
the average binocular but if compact- 
ness is desirable take a look at these at 
your local. Bushnell dealer.

Minutes of Ninth Annual 
Winter Meeting

legal. Executive Board members present 
were Wally, Jim, Bob, Walt (arrived 
later), (Walt also had Fred’s proxy.), and 
Jack. Club directors present were: Al 
Kornutiak (Camillus), Clyde (Council 
Cup), Bob (E.B.S.A.), Bob Linn (I.W.L.A., 
York), Randy F. (Mainville), John Trella 
serving as Austin Hogan’s proxy (Johns- 
town), John Moulthrop (South Creek), 
Clint (Stittsville and B.R.S.C.), and 
Charlie Pardoe (Sulphyr Springs). Also 
representing clubs not holding 
registered matches, but having more 
than ten members, were: Phyllis J. 
Austin (Fairfax), and Charlie Fountaine 
(Dunham’s Bay). Unrepresented 
were:Capitol City, C.P.R.C., and 
Saginaw. . 

Welcoming remarks and announce- 
ments were made by Wally, a moment of 
silence was observed for deceased col- 
leagues, and ground rules for the meet- 
ing were mentioned. Doc Garcelon was 
appointed parlimentarian. Minutes from 
the last Winter Meeting were approved 
as published in P.S. 

Fred’s Treasurer’s report was given by 
Jim in the absence of both Fred and Walt 
(his proxy). Motion to accept the Treas- 
urer’s report was made by Clint, sec- 
onded by John T.; voted on and ap- 
proved. Ken Hostetter and Ritchie 
Moorhead were appointed by Wally to 
act as an auditing committee, to com- 
plete the job sometime during the 
course of the weekend. 

Reports from standing committees 
were heard next. Bob White for Varmint 
committee reported complaints regard- 
ing awards, a suggestion to classify Var- 
mint shooters (noting that an award 
schedule could possibly be recom- 
mended, depending on the number of 
competitors at each particular match). 
Wally noted that agenda item No. 7 will 
cover at least part of this subject. 

H.B. committee chairman Al Anger- 
man presented statistics over the past 
seven years in the way of a chart. Guy 
Green reported for Hunter class, men- 
tioning progress noted, but that the rules 
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seem to be somewhat relaxed at times. 
Doc Garcelon suggested that the Hunter 
class may be stagnating with .308. 
Phyllis mentioned her club’s successful 
experimentation with ‘‘field or special’ 
Hunter rifle class competition. Some of 
this material will be discussed under 
agenda item No. 9. 

Nominations for committee members: 
Jack moved that Varmint committee be 
retained, Charlie P. seconded; and it 
was voted on and carried. ((phyllis 
offered her services to work with this 
committee.) H. B. committee: Bob White 
nominated Randy Fritz, John Trella 
nominated Al Angerman. Jack moved for 
closure, Bob White seconded; and it was 
voted on and approved. Hunter: Carl 
Lyon moved that the election which was 
held at the Hunter Championships be 
approved (Guy Green, Paul Olewine, 
Randy Fritz, Geza Nagy, and Bob Linn, 
seconded by John Moulthrop; voted on 
and carried. 

Report was given by the Recording 
Secretary, including results of the elec- 
tion of officers. Charlie Fountaine is the 
new Executive Secretary, and John 
Moulthrop is the new Treasurer for |.B.S. 

Special committees: nominating com- 
mittee (?) Measuring committee chair- 
man Clyde Hart reported the usual 
difficulties in measuring small groups. 
The same committee will continue to 
serve. 

Bob White reported for the awards 
committee and noted specific ordering 
of the various awards, suggested seek- 
ing a new supplier for plaque awards, 
mentioned lack of return of match re- 
ports (particularly from clubs holding 
registered varmint matches), and sug- 
gested including Hunter class aggregate 
winners — also for 300-yard matches. He 
also noted that the plates from the old 
Experimental class trophy could be 
placed on the current H.B. rifle traveling 
trophy. All 1.B.S. awards have been sent, 
including patches, plates, tr>phies, etc. 
Other comments will be made at the 
proper time during the handling of the 
agenda items. Bob finally read a letter 
from a member suggesting a ‘‘Top 20” 
for the season’s shooting. 

Postal committee: ’76 and ’77 medals 
have either been issued or are in hand. 
Rick Hornbeck will take over as chair- 
man of this committee. Liaison and P.R. 
committee reported approximately 


$1,200 in the special account which was 
set up for this purpose. Carl made a few 
comments regarding the N.R.A. booth 
activity. Wally will recommend that any 
offer for |.B.S. to man a booth this year 
be turned over to N.B.R.S.A. because of 
the distance involved. 

Clyde reported no complaints relative 
to the cooling-off period committee. P.J. 
Hart reported that the Precision Rifle- 
man award package will be turned over 
to Bob White. Powder puff committee 
submitted, via a written report, that ’77 
was a successful year. 

Old business was called for with no 
response. Under new business, Carl 
Lynn moved that the annual membership 
meeting be held in the fall of the year, 
regardless of when the Board of Direc- 
tors meeting is held. Clarence Detsch 
seconded, but the vote was against the 
motion. 

At this time, Wally introduced the 
N.B.R.S.A. people who were in atten- 
dance. Charlie Pardoe moved for recess 
of the general membership meeting, 
Clint Benedict seconded, voted on and 
carried. Coffee break. 

At 11:10, the Board of Directors meet- 
ing was called to order by Jim Stekl. 
Agenda Item No. 1. Discussion regard- 
ing the barrel dimension rule was heard. 
Charlie Pardoe moved to turn the matter 
over to Hunter class, and their decision 
be rubber stamped by the Board of 
Directors. Randy Fritz seconded, and it 
was voted on and carried. Bob White 
moved to accept the rule changes, John 
Moulthrop seconded, and it was voted 
on and approved, with one opposing 
vote cast. 

No. 2. Bob White reported testing 
75-100 different types of paper samples 
and evaluation of same by checking 
under magnification, etc. — is now in the 
process of completing this testing, so no 
final report is available at this time. He 
suggested changing the color of the ink 
with which the target is printed for easier 
definition of bullet holes for measuring 
purposes. No action at this time. 

No. 3. Chairman Walt Periera reported 
that running candidates at large has 
been tried with some degree of success. 
It was suggested that possible candi- 
dates might apply for the particular of- 
fice in which they were interested. Walt 
Periera moved to allow the nominating 
committee to accept applications and/or

make nominations for officers. The mo- 
tion was seconded, voted on, and car- 
ried. At this time, the meeting was 
recessed for lunch. 

Jim Stekl reconvened the meeting at 
1:30. No. 4. Several dates were sug- 
gested. Bob White moved to set the 
meeting date sometime between Novem- 
ber 1 and 15, seconded by Phyllis 
Austin; voted on and carried, with three 
opposed. 

No. 5. Phyllis Austin moved that this 
item be allowed only in the H.B. class for 
a period of one year, seconded by Clint 
Benedict; the vote was nine in favor and 
seven opposed. 

No. 6. Bob White moved that the 
match dates for this year be selected by 
the club directors, but that the associ- 
ation would choose for ‘79. John Trella 
seconded; and it was voted on and car- 
ried. It was noted that N.B.R.S.A. dates 
for ’79 will be during the last week of 
July for the Varmint and Sporter Cham- 
pionships in Knoxville and the first week 
of August for the heavy gun champion- 
ships near Cincinnati. An informal poll 
of the general membership was taken to 
determine interest in holding the Var- 
mint and Sporter Championships on 
Labor Day weekend or during the third 
week of August.

Some five years ago | promised you 
more velocity tests on the single shot ri- 
fles and load combinations. It is hard to 
accumulate this information due to the 
lack of necessary detailed data on bar- 
rels and bullets. This table and data on 
barrels and bullets gives a fairly com- 
plete test of calibers except the .28-30 
and .33-47. 

The reason for the few tests using the 
popular duPont 4227 powder in these ri- 
fles is because few of us here in the mid- 
west use it. C 

All firing was done from a machine 
rest using an Avtron Model K333 
Chronograph and their Model K101 
photoelectric screens spaced 5-feet 
apart. Velocities were taken 10-feet from 
the muzzle. 

When the wind velocity was under 10 
mph firing was done at 100 yards, and 
when it was 10 or more mph firing was 
done at 50 yards. No particular attention 
was given the wind since testing was for 
velocities and to find a uniform combus- 
tion charge — minimum extreme varia- 
tion in velocities from shot-to-shot. 

All powder charges were accurately 
weighed (not bulk) as were the bullets 
used. 

My No. 1 lube formulae was used 
when the temperatures were 80°F. and 
above. No. 2 (softer) used when it was 
55-80°F. No leading was found at any 
time during the testing. 

Where two cork wads are shown one 
is on the powder with about 1/2-pound 
pressure, and the other about 1/16” in 
from the mouth of the case. The cork 
material is a very fine granulation and 
now a discontinued Armstrong No. 1155. 
It now comes only in a neoprene bond 
and | would be afraid to use it. 

Remington No. 1-1/2 small, and No. 2- 
1/2 large pistol primers were used ex- 
cept the two tests with Rifle ‘““G” as 
noted in the velocity table.

RIFLE ‘“G”’: 

This is one of my own favorites. It is a 
Pope-Ballard .35 caliber, 30-inch No. 6 
full octagon barrel with 8 lands and 
grooves. Bore .3513, center of grooves 
.3523’", and corner of grooves .3585” 
diameters. Twist 15-inch, UNIFORM, 
left-hand. The case is made by taking a 
WRACo .38-55 and size it straight taper 


to .375’’ diameter at the mouth. 
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Beverage mould with baseband .3600” 
diameters and shot as cast of 1:20 alloy 
using Rod’s No. 2 lube. Two 1/23” thick 
cork wads, and bullet seated 2.250-inch. 
First line velocity test in the velocity 
chart is with Remington No. 2-1/2 pistol 
primers, and the other two lines were 
shot using CCl Bench Rest No. BR2 
large rifle primers. Note small increase 
in velocity over the pistol primers. 


RIFLE ‘‘H”’: 

Schoyen-Ballard .38-55 caliber, 29- 
1/2-inch No. 4 round barrel, 9 lands and 
grooves.

This is another of my own favorite ri- 
fles and it has never failed me in several 
years of shooting it. It is a Schoyen- 
Ballard .40-70 Ballard caliber, 31-inch x 
1-9/16” across the flats of the full oc- 
tagon, very little taper to outside, and 


lands and grooves. Bore .3993’” and 
grooves .4063” diameters, twist 16 1/4” 
uniform, right-hand. I’m using an old 
Pope .39 caliber mould casting a bullet 
over .004” out-of-round. | lightly coat 
as cast bullets with Castor Oil and 
swage the baseband UP from .3965” to 
.4073” diameter, and all other bands 
from around .380-.385’" UP to .4000” 
diameter. This shortens the bullet ap- 
proximately .075’”, and makes it perfectly 
round everywhere. The nose and the 
grease grooves are the only thing that 
shortens or closes up. The base and 
other bands retain their original length. 
Bullet cast of 1:20 alloy using my No. 1 
lube and two 1/32” thick cork wads. 
Using my chamber guide the bullet is 
seated through it to a depth of 2.553-in- 
ches.

Lieutenant Colonel Wigger and Ben Avery 
Respond to Silhouette Disqualification Letters 


Editor's Note: This is the last in the series of letters on the 1977 National Silhouette 
Championships. We present this for your information in hopes that it will serve to im- 


prove the game. 


| have to take exception to Mr. Ben Av- 
ery’s letter to “‘Precision Shooting” con- 
cerning my article in the December issue 
on the National Metallic Silhouette 
Championships. He declared my article 
erroneous and accused me of unsports- 
manlike conduct. | always thought the 
word ‘‘disgruntled’’ meant unhappy or 
upset, not unsportsmanlike. 

First, | apologize to Dr. William 
Berkley if what | wrote was taken as a 
personal affront to him. | had no quarrel 
with Dr. Berkley and did not mean to 
detract from his excellent performance. 
As a competitor, he had every right to 
challenge the equipment of another 
shooter. | believe he challenged Ms. 
Monez’s rifle in good faith and he ac- 
tually believed the stock design did not 
conform to the ‘‘spirit’’ of the rules of 
silhouette. | too have always found Dr. 
Berkley to be a good sport and he has al- 
ways congratulated me when | won, in- 
cluding the rain shortened National 
Championships match in Tucson last 
year. Mr. Avery gave the impression that 
he was doing me a favor when he made 
the decision. As a matter of fact, | men- 
tioned to Mr. Avery that | would like to 
see the match finished and told Dr. 
Berkley that | didn’t like to ‘‘back”’ into 
winning the match. | also congratulated 
Dr. Berkley on his fine performance this 
year. 

lf there were any errors in reporting, 
then they came from Mr. Avery in his let- 
ter. The rifle Karen used in the silhouette 
matches was not the rifle she used in the 
National International Championships in 
June. It was a different action with a 
lighter barrel and different stock. John 
Chapman of Weatherford, Texas, built 
the rifle and can attest to this. 

He also tried to justify his decision by 
accusing me of being in error in my arti- 
cle on the circumstances surrounding 
her rifle disqualification. 

After the practice match, Mr. Avery ap- 
proached Karen and | near the table 
where we were cleaning our equipment.

He told her he could not allow her to use 
the rifle the next day in competiton 
because many shooters were complain- 
ing about the stock design. He said “‘the 
stock was not of hunting rifle type or 
design as stated in the rules.”” We both 
questioned him as to how he could make 
that decision based on the current rule 
when there were many rifles present 
which had stock designs and other 
alterations which did not strictly adhere 
to the intention of the rule. He said, “| am 
not talking about other rifles, I’m talking 
about this one, and in my opinion it is a 
target rifle.” We did not agree with him, 
but it was obvious we were not going to 
change his mind. We then asked what 
we had to do to avoid a protest and 
render the rifle legal for the following 
day. He stated the cheekpiece would 
have to be lowered to center line of bore. 
| then asked him three times just to be 
sure we understood his ruling, if we 
shortened the cheekpiece the rifle would 
be acceptable by him for use. Three 
shooters, Karen, Bob Mitchell and | 
heard him say, ‘‘yes.” There was no 
further discussion as to any other altera- 
tion being necessary. 

That evening Karen took the rifle to 
Pat McMillan who reshaped the cheek- 
piece so the bolt could be easily 
removed and the comb was lowered to 
approximately center line of bore ac- 
cording to Mr. Avery’s suggestion. 

The following morning when we ar- 
rived at the range, Mr. Avery ran up to 
us, never bothered to look at her altered 
stock and declared he had received an 
official protest and was now ruling the ri- 
fle a target rifle and disqualified the 
stock. 

We tried to discuss the situation with 
him and reminded him of what he had 
said the previous evening. He said, ‘‘l 
don’t care what | said yesterday, | have 
made my decision — the stock cannot 
be used for awards.” After | continued to 
question him, he admitted he was prob- 
ably wrong for telling us one thing the 
day before and changing his decision 
the day of the match, but regardless, his 
decision now was “‘it was a target rifle 
and could not be used for awards” 

Several shooters offered to loan her a 
rifle, including Dr. Berkley. However, 
Karen is very short, and required an ex- 
tremely short stock in order to reach the 


trigger, so she refused the offers. She 
did not have a spare stock and obviously 
there was not sufficient time to make 
alterations, so she chose to shoot the 
match with the questionable rifle and be 
ineligible for awards. 

The true spirit of the rule has been 
broken by many of the shooters with the 
sophistication of equipment in the past 
few years. Many shooters do not think 
thumbhole stocks or electric triggers are 
within the spirit of the rule and are un- 
common in the field. However, these are 
alterations accepted and allowed. 

Everyone has their own opinion as to 
the validity of Mr. Avery’s decision. | still 
contend the decision was based on an 
interpretation of an ambiguous rule and 
whether or not she was singled out, her 
rifle was made an example of. 

The disservice to the sport and the 
“‘blackeye’’ did not come from the 
debatable, and contrary, to Mr. Avery’s 
letter, not completely popular decision 
to disallow the rifle; but to the reversal of 
his word to Karen, who acted in good 
faith and tried to avoid disqualification 
by making the alterations as the referee 
instructed. Whether Karen was right or 
wrong in trying to use the rifle, the man- 
ner in which it was handled was inex- 
cusable. 

My report was certainly not erroneous. 
All statements were true and | stand 
behind my principals and right to opi- 
nion. If this makes me a poor sport, then 
so be it.

From The Workbench

No individual answers will be given to workbench questions. 


Question: 

| have two benchrest rifles, both in 222 
caliber, and both require different over- 
all lengths to shoot well. 

| use the same bullet in both rifles. 

One rifle requires an overall length 
which allows only about .110 of the 
bullet in the case before the bullet 
touches the rifling. Overall length re- 
quired is 2.290. 

The second rifle has a overall length 
of 2.150. 

| note that the Lyman loading manual 
calls for an overall length of 2.130. 

Why is there such a difference? 


Answer: 

Number one, the O.A.L. listed in the 
loading manuals is in reference to the 
maximum length that will feed through a 
magazine. 

This O.A.L. is of no value to the 
benchrest shooter. 

The O.A.L. will vary depending upon 
the throating section of the chamber 
reamer. 

Chamber reamers will, of course, vary 
from manufacturer to manufacturer. 
Many gunsmiths will have their reamers 
made to their own throating specifica- 
tions. 

Unless your chambers are cut with the 
same reamer you’re not likely to have the 
same seating depth (O.A.L.). 

Many gunsmiths throat their chamber- 
ings separately which again will create a 
varience. 

The benefit of a long throat or a short 


throat is fuel for a good many disagree- 
ments. 

It is much like the disagreement of a 
long neck versus a short neck or a tight 
neck chamber versus a large neck. 

The results of any of these differences 
depend upon the concentricity of the 
loaded round. 

For example; take a 222 that has a re- 
quired O.A.L. length of 2.150, a chamber 
neck diameter of .254 and the shooter is 
turning his brass to a wall thickness of 
.011. 

When chambered, the loaded round 
has .004 clearance on each side of the 
neck. 

Now unless his dies produce a con- 
centric loaded round he is running the 
chance of .004 misalignment. 

This is the argument of the advocates 
of the tight neck, or fitted neck, cham- 
bers. 

The people who use these tight neck 
chamberings are normally working with 
neck clearances of .0002 or there-about. 

The drawback of the fitted neck is the 
constant fight to keep your case necks 
within this .0002 range, plus the fact that 
if you are inclined to change bullet 
makers you are likely to find bullet 
diameters will vary a good deal more 
than .0002. 

Now in my opinion, for what it’s worth, 
you can “‘have your cake and eat it too.”’ 

Your rifle, which has the 2.290 O.A.L. 
to touch the lands, requires that approx. 
2/3 of the bearing surface of the bullet is 
out of the case. This 2/3 is seated out

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into the ‘‘free bore” section of the cham- 
ber throat. 

Most good chamber or throat reamers 
have an approximate throat diameter of 
.2243, in the case of 22 caliber, and that 
2/3 bearing surface of your protruded 
bullet, when chambered, is in this throat 
section which measures .2243. 

Once the round is chambered, the 
maximum misalignment you could 
possibly have is .0003. 

The long throat can, and will, actually 
straighten a non-concentric round once 
it is chambered. fs 

| have a couple of 308 caliber rifles 
with long throats and they appear to per- 
form the same with turned neck cases or 
unturned cases. Both have chamber 
neck diameters of .344 which leaves a lot 
of margin for alignment error. | feel that 
the self aligning feature of the long 
throat must play an important role in 
their ability to digest unturned ammo. 

No matter what your preference is, if 
that bullet doesn’t start down the barrel 
straight it isn’t likely to go where you 
wnat it to.

A new flag will be hanging on 
George’s wall for this one, as we’ll have 
at least one competitor from Germany. 
The Italians have notified us that there 
will be probably a half dozen in their par- 
ty. 

One of the interesting things to watch, 
this year, will be the first “‘shoot out’’ be- 
tween the PPC’s and Rem. BR’s.

6.5 ACCURACY 


| am prompted to write after reading 
your reply to a 300 meter 6.5 benchrest 
inquiry (P.S. Dec 1977). This may shed 
some light on some of your problems as 
well as others contemplating a 6.5 cali- 
ber rifle. 

| approached the project from the 
“twist torque” end. | was well aware that 
the majority of the 6.5 rifles in produc- 
tion today had a 9 inch twist. | was 
bound to use the slowest twist possible 
for the 140 gr. bullets, because as you 
know the faster the twist the more left 
torque you have. 

| ordered a set of reamers from Keith 
Francis and three different headspace 
gauges. One gauge represented a case 
having a capacity of 46 grains of water to 
the base of the neck. Another represent- 
ing acase with a capacity of 55 grains of 
water, and the third and last gauge 
representing a case with a capacity of 62 
grains. This last one is equal to the 30-06 
case. 

| ordered a 24” .264 barrel from Shilen 
with a 9” twist. | first chambered this 
barrel to the smaller head space gauge. 
Both Norma and Sierra 139-140 grain 
bullets were tried, and would not stabil- 
ize at 100 yds. Groups were averaging 6 
to 8” with some keyholing. 

The barrel was then rechambered to 
the case with 55 grain capacity. Perfor- 
mance was almost identical to what you 
described of your 6.5-6mm, and | too 
found the Norma bullet shooting better 
than the Sierra. (Don’t we have the same 
problem with the 7mm Mauser 10” twist 
162-168 gr. Hornaday/Sierra bullets?) 
Anyway, groups were averaging .6 to .9 
depending on what bullet | was using. 

| decided to go ahead and rechamber 
to the larger 62 gr. capacity just to see 
what would happen. This combination 
brought groups with both bullets to 
average .5 with many groups around .3. 
Groups at 300 yds stayed well under 3 in- 
ches. Ten 5-shot groups at 600 yards

averaged 5.3 inches, and would have 
been much less had | not pulled two 
shots high and to the left in the last 
group. 

My load is 49-50 grains of IMR 4831 at 
a M.V. of 2935 to 2950 F.P.S., | have not 
found any other bullets to equal the per- 
formance of the 139/140 Norma/Sierra 
match bullets. 

This rifle is on a Remington 700 BDL 
action and stock, and | use the Lyman 
20X LWBR scope. If it were on a Stolle 
action and a better stock it would no 
doubt shoot better. 

My say for a6.5 caliber benchrest rifle 
is a case of 40 to 45 grains of water to the 
base of the neck. A good Benchrest 
quality barrel of 12.5 to 13” twist, anda 
benchrest quality 100 grain bullet to a 
M.V. of 2750 to 2800 F.P.S. The 100 grain 
bullet if very pointed and of boattail 
design would be adequate out to 600 
yards. The small case capacity coupled 
with the 12.5 inch twist will greatly 
reduce recoil and torque, factors which 
contribute to poor shooting.

Although | 
would opt for a little less capacity than 
40 grain. The problem in the bench rest 
rifle would be bullets. Even if you bought 
dies and made your own, there would be 
the problem of obtaining adequate 
jackets. | am using the .862” jacket from 
Sierra for 90 grain bullets, but it is not 
good enough for benchrest.
